“Priority Funding Areas”are developed for each Maryland jurisdiction (23 counties and 
Baltimore City) as part of Maryland’s Smart Growth Program, The Priority Funding Areas 
legislation builds on the foundation created by Visions adopted as State policy in the 
1992 Growth Act.  Beginning October 1, 1998 Smart Growth establishes a policy for the 
use of State funds which support communities and influences the location of 
development.  State funding for projects in Maryland municipalities, other existing 
communities, industrial areas, and planned growth areas designated by counties will 
receive priority funding over other projects.  Priority Funding Areas are locations where 
the State and local governments want to target their efforts to encourage and support 
economic development and new growth.

Maryland’s Priority Funding AreasMaryland’s Priority Funding Areas

The PFAs as shown on the CensVw00 CD-ROM are based on 2000 census tabulation 
block geography.  The actual PFAs for each Maryland jurisdiction were intersected with 
the centroids of the 2000 census tabulation blocks.  The vast majority of blocks assigned 
to the PFA were entirely within the actual PFA boundaries. Blocks that intersected the PFA 
boundary but were not entirely within the boundary were reviewed and a determination 
was made to either retain or remove such blocks from the PFA block assignment file.   The 
PFA assigned blocks were then aggregated creating for each jurisdiction a boundary file 
for the area “Inside PFA”and the area “Outside PFA”.  Similarly the 2000 Census 
Summary File 1 population and housing data were aggregated for the area “Inside PFA”
and the area “Outside PFA”.     The resulting census derived PFA areas are thus a very 
close approximation to the true PFAs and provide for the first time census population and 
housing profiles for these areas for each jurisdiction and the State.

Census View 2000 allows users to geocode their address based customer or 
client files. The TIGER\Line reference data file provides all the information 
needed to assign specific x, y locations to addresses in your file. For example, 
you can map the distribution of customers in your mailing database.

Simply click on the geocode icon 
to start . Select your address file.

And after processing, the addresses will 
be identified on the map. The address file 
is updated to include the x, y location, 
census tract, block group, and block. 

The address file includes the 
combined city style address and zip 
code.
